In 1849) a high mass of his composition was 
sung at the Church of St. Eustachbe and 
achieved a gratifying success.

Sendo, the eminent Parisian eritic of the 
time, wrote: “ ‘Sappho,’ though ch a proud 
dramatic work, Is tue outcome of a. distin- 
guised musician, who possesses style and high 
aims. M. Grounod hus seized upon and ren. 
dered most felicitously ail the lyric portions 
of the subject; but he has Deeo Jess fortunate 
in the numbers intended to express the con- 
flict of passions and the contrast of charac- 
ters. He lacks gayety and brio and makes 
too freque nt use of modulations, albeit these 
are mainly ingenious aud drawn from near 
the natural founts. His recitatives are not 
sufficiently sharp in outline and his instru- 
mentation, somewhat dull and ‘bushy,’ seldom 
kindles to life, and dies.away in a vague sonor- 
jiy, which lulis the ear to slumber. It is pos- 
tiblk—prebable even-—that ‘Sapplo’ wiil not 
remain long upon the board, bui the opera 
Will have nevertheless secured for M. .Gou- 
nod the sympathy of the artists and a fair de- 
gree of renown which will enable him in the 
future to courr wit fh increased advantage the 
favors of fortuue.’

The of his 
power that Gounod has over us by his ‘Faust’ 
music is that he has divined the heart of 
uature as typified in Faust, Marguerite, Val- 
entine and Mephisopheles, and in thetr several 
moods and situations presented to our eye, 
he has surrounded him with that musical at- 
mosphere that satisfies our emotional sense 
of truth and beauty. He has given us sim- 
plicity—no artifice of fabse display. Hs aims 
are always honest, and the means he to 
attain them are used with the utmost purty 
and refinement of expression. 

A writer has said that “the mission of mn- 

i¢ is to express what never can be formulat- 
ed intowords eanght upon the canvas, and 
to lift the sonl into that mystic realm where 
the more definite and formal art cannot en- 
ter.” 

It is th'< mission which Gounod has fulfilled 
for us in Faust, and which indissolubly 
ciates his name with the immortal Goetle.

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WE HAVE NO “BULLY” 


Bill Arp Takes Exceptions to Page's 
Article in the Forum 


ABOUT THE “SOUTHERN BULLY” 


There Is No Such Characteras the Author 
Describes in This Section—A De- 
fense of the South. 


—d 


The Forum is a most excellent magazine. 
It has ever been fair and liberal in sen- 
¢timent towards the south. It is a mediuin 
for advanced thought, a conservative edu- 
cator, and is always welcome at my fire- 
side. But I confess that 1 am not pleas- 
ed with the editor’s article on the “South- 
ern Bully” in the November number. In- 
deed, 1 did not know that we bad such a 
professional institution in all our borders, 
and Mr. Pages’s twelve pages of philosoph- 
ical anathema against him have failed ww 
convince me of his existeuce or of our dann 
ger from his lawless conduct. 

Distance does not always lend enchant- 
ment to the view. lf Mr. Page lived 
here in Cartersville he would be svon sur- 
prised to find that the bully was not in 
these parts but was, perhaps, a little low- 
er down where the mosquitoes aggravate 
@ man or some foul malaria poisons his 
liver and disturbs his serenity. When I] 
Was a boy studying my first geography, I 
found there a picture of a heathen Chinee 
carrying on a pole a dong string of rats 


for sale, and so for forty years 1 believed | 


that rats were the Chinaman’s national 
food. Indeed, 1 was disappointed when I 
learned that they did not eat rats. 1 had 
believed it so long L wanted to continue in 
the faith. In the same book there was a 
picture of a scene in Florida. It was a 
dark, slimy lagoon sufrounded by a tangled 
growth of trees and vines covered with 
long moss, venomous snakes bung from 
the branches, greedy vultures perched in 
the treetops and wide-mouthed alligators 
were sunning themselves upon the logs. 
That hideous vision of Florida lasted me 
for years.

us at last of this historic red-handed, de- 
formed and swaggering villain.” 

Well, I am glad he has gone, if he was 
ever here, for he must have been an awful 
bad man. Strange I did not come across 
him m my youth—stranger still that in the 
induction of the war “minima pass fui’ 
I did not recognize him and now in my old 
ageIdo not see him with his last 
hold upon the throat of law and order. 
It seems to me that Mr. Page has set up 
the tenpins just to have the fun of knock- 
ing them down again. 

If he means that those who voted for 
Secession were the bullies, then 1 plead 
guilty along with many of our noblest 
Christian gentlemen. such as Howell Cobb 
and Tom Cobb and Joe Brown and General 
Evans and Colquitt and Gordon and Nis- 
bett and a host of others whom the people 
of Georgia have delighted to honor.

HAD TWO HEARTS. 


One Was Strangely Located in His Leg and 
Made Trouble. 


St. Louis, Nevember 8.—Dr, Marks, superin- 
tendent of the city hospital, cut a heart out 
of a man’s leg yesterday. Instead of being 
necessary to the patients exustence, as hearts 
usually are, this organ was a very dangerous 
possession and was iikely to end his life at 
any moment. The heart was almost as lurge as 
the one usually found inside a man’s ribs, and 
beat in very much the same manner. It was 
Situated upon the inside of the right jeg, four 
or five inches above the knee, aad was mouore 
tender than the ‘ball of the owner’s eye. 

Oharies Gentry, a laborer, -was the owner 
of ulis remarkable organ. ‘To the sugeons the 
phenomenon is cailed traumat.c aneurism of 
the femoral artery. This artery is the big 
‘blood ¢eeding pipe that runs frem the heart 
down through the body and! leg, furnishing 
sife to the different parts of the uatomy as 
it goes, About two months ago Geliry Was 
struck upon tie leg just over ile urtery by a 
shatt of a piece of Mweoh.nery. he imner wall 
of the artery Was ‘bursi, and tue Digg pipe 
began to bu.ge oul at this pont. The ouier 
Wall, or Coat, of the artery sucKiAly slretched 
and heid the blood, oy Geutlry Wou.d dave 
bied to death in no tume. 

‘The artery kept on swelling with every pul. 
Sition af the patient’s heart. From the size 
of a hazel nut the bu.ge grew and grew uatil 
yesterday is Was larger than a man’s fist. 
diow the artery manuged to stand it without 
bursting Was a matter for wonder, even to the 
surgeons. The ieast touch given to the skin 
over the sweil.pg caused Geutry horribie pain, 
and he was obuged to Keep very still lesi avy 
sudden movement or «outact wou.d break it 
agd by the hemorrhage ‘bring on death. The 
aneurism could De seen to beat to all intenis 
and purposes like any other heart. If one 
brought duis ear close to it he could bear a 
constantly repeated blowing or breuth.ng 
sound coming from Deneath the skin. ‘his 
noise Was caused by ihe Vweand air space 
around the swollen artery, where it bad 
crowded the muscles aside. Yesterday Dr. 
Marks decided to operate so order to save 
Geutry’s life. 

The aneurism was perceptibly growing, and 
was bound to bunst soon. The patient was 
laid upon the operating table and placed un- 
der the cufluence of «hloroform. A sharp 
knife laid the Ussues aside and expvosed the 
femoral artery, with iis app.e-shaped bulb. 
The artery was then tied, or i gated, two 
inches above and two inches below the swell- 
ing and the big bulb cut open. Nearly a pint 
of blood gushed forth, and then there Was no 
heart lefi. The slit artery was then sewed 
together with fine silk threads previously 
souked in antiseptic svelutions, and left to 
heal. The ligatures above and ‘below were left 
to remain until the artery was fully healed. 
Then they w-!l be untied and the bood al- 
lowed to go down Geniry’s leg as usual. In 
the meantime the pat.ent’s limb will receive 
tlood from the smaller arteries and wili in 
all probability keep from dying. 

Traumat.e aneur.sm of the femoral artery 
is very rare, indeed,*and quite often ends fa- 
tally. There is another knd of aneurism 
caused by disease in ‘the coat of the artery it- 
self, which is much more common.

THE GUIANA BOUNDARY DISPUTE. 


ty HON. WILLIAM L. SCRUGGS. 

On the eastern borders of Venezuela is a 
Vast territory, known as the Guinnas. It 
comprises the immense area between the 
gxreat Orinoco river and the Atlantic ocean, 
und is bounded south by Brazil. A por- 
tion of this territory belongs to England, 
and is known as “British Guiana.” A 
very much larger portion of it belongs to the 
little republic, and is known as “Venezuelan 
Guiana.” The boundary line between the 
tWo possessions has never been fixed; and 
pew. after a continuous dispute of more 
ahan half a century, the controversy has 
grown into one of great international in- 
terest, and seems likely to involve other 
countries. 

Venezuela derived her territorial rights 
therein from Spain; England derived hers 
from Hodand. sut neither Spain nor Hol- 
land ever knew the exact boundaries of 
their respective possessions in Guiana. At 
4uy rate, uo boundary line was ever for- 
mally agreed upon; and their quarrel of 
Heurly a century is now a legacy of the 
governments at London and Caracas. 

By the treaty of 1845, Spain formally 
renounced to Veeiezucla “the sovereiguty, 
rmghts and actions’ of the crown “in the 
American territory, formerly known as the 
captaincy general of Venezuela,” and recog- 
nized the republic as “a free, sovereign aud 
indepemient nation.” The territory specifi- 
cally ceded by this act of recognition is 
described as “comprising the provinces an 
territories of Margareta, Guiana, Cumina, 
Barcelona, Caracas. Carabobo, Bardquisi- 
meto, Larinas, Apure, Merida, Trujillo, 
Coro, Maracaibo and any other territories’ 
pertaining to the ancient captaincy general 
of 1510.. ‘There wis no sp -cifications : 
the Crmianese hunts and boundaries; end 
the fundamental laws of the republie are 
equally indefinite on this point. 

qual uncertainty as to boundaries is in- 
voived in the cession by Holrand to Great 
Sritain. By the treaty of 1N14, Ingland 
covenanted to restore -9 the United Nether- 
lands “the and estab- 
lishments,” of which Holland was in actual 
POSSeSSION in 1805, “with the exception of 
the cape of Good Hope and the establish- 
ments of Demarara, Esequibo and Bar- 
bice.”’ These were to be disposed of by 
supplemental agreement contormab!e with 
the mutual interests of both Py 
this promised “supplemental agreement,” 
the Netherlands ceded to England “the cape 
of Good Hope, and the estelblishments of 
Demarara, Esequibo and Berbice’ on con- 
dition, however, that the Duich should re- 
tain “the right to navigate and trade be- 
tween those estabshments and ~ he terri 
tories” of the Netherlands in Wurope. No 
apeciiec boundary lines were mentioned, no 
treaties of demarkation were ever made; 
and the treaties beiween Spain and Hol- 
Jand were equally indefinite on this point. 
Henee the rightful boundary can be con- 
jectured only from contemporanous po.ttical 
and diplomatic history. 

II. 

That the entire territory of the Guianas 
Originally belonged to Spain by right of 
discovery, hardly admits of doubt. A Span- 
ish navigator, Don Alonzo de Ojeda, was 
the first discoverer, in 1499. In the year 
following, Vincente Yanes Pinson, another 
Spanish subject, was the first to explore the 
delta of the Orinoco. In 1531, Don Diego 
de Ordaz, another Spanish subject, was the 
first to explore that great river, which he 
ascended as far as the mouth of the Meta. 
Subsequently, the territory on the coast east 
of the Orinoco, was partialy colonized by 
the Spaniards, who estublished a Christian 
Mission among the natives. Some years 
later, however, the Dutch, then a great 
miritime nation, obtained a foothold on the 
Atlantic coast, east of the Esequibo river, 
and established a trading post near the site 
of the present city of Demurara. At that 
time, the indepencence of the United Neth- 
priands, although recognized by other na- 
tions, had never been acknowledged by 
Spain. She did not formeliv recognize 
their existence as an independent nation 
till 1648, in a treaty of thei date, usually 
referred to as “the treaiy of Munster.” 
sy the terms of that treatv, each of the 
high contracting parties was to remain in 
possession of the countries, then in the 
actual possession of each, “in the West 
Indies and America.” It is manifest, 
therefore, that since only “actual 
Bion” at the time of the treaty conferred 
territoria’ rights, any subsequent advance 
by either was tacitly prohibited. 

Furthermore, by the treaty of Utrecht, 
In 17135, Great Britain covenanted to “aid 
the Spaniards to recover the ancient limits 
of their dominions in America,” and these 
limits were to be “fixed as they were m the 
time of Charles the Second.” At that time 
Spain held and occupied the Guianas as far 
eastward the: Ksequibo river and be- 
yond: and any subsequent encroachments 
westward by the Duteh could not have ear- 
ried any valid tithe The right of cont 
quest no longer (: only the will of the 
Riate in actual poss ssedoin pi 
lic treaty, could vy .egitimate title. 
Duteh did encronch upon the Spanish pos- 
Bessions west of the isequibo, but it was 
in open violation of treaty stipulations: and 
it nowhere appears that the Spanish auther- 
ities acquiesced in these advances. On the 
contrary, iHoappears on more occasions 
than one, the Spaniards drove the Dutch 
back, by arimed force, to their own side of 
the river. 

Again, by the treaty of Arranjuez, of 
W791, the Spanish aml Duteh governments 
Rtipniated for “the reciprocal restitution of 
fugitives’ from the colouies of each in the 
settlements of the other: specifically men- 
tioning the exchange of fugitives “between 
Puerto Rieo and San Eustaquio, Coro and 
Curacao, the settiements on the 
Ksequibo and the Dutch settlements of 
Demarara and Barbice.’” Now the maps 
of the country of that date show that Span- 
ish Puerto Rico was Duteh San 
Eustaquio; that Spanish over 
acainst Dutch Curacao, and that the Span- 
ish establishments west of the lusequibo 
Were Girectly opposite those of Duteh 
on the east side of that river. But even if 
the Duteh had crossed the river to the 
westward, a liberal construction of the 
treaty of Aranjuez would have constrained 
their withdrawal to the east side. Neither 
was there sufhcient time in the twenty-three 
Years intervening, from 1791 to 1814, for 
the Dutch to have acquired _ title 
by prescription. Prescription, to be valid, 
Must be immemorinl. It must have 
been “whereof the memory of man runneth 
not to the contrary.” And it have 
been continuous without violence, 
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None of these conditions are found to have 
existed. It is difficult to understand, there- 
fore, how Great Britain, as the successor 
of Holland, ean seriously contend that sh» 
ix legally entitled to any portion of the 
Guianas west of the Eseqguibo, much less 
to the entire coast line as far as the mouth 
of the Orinoco. 

Even as late as 1780, the Spanish gov- 
ernment at Madrid directed the governor 
general of Veneznela to “establish rules 
and regulations for peopling the provine> 
of Guiana” between the Orinoco and FEs>- 

nibo rivers. The decree further recited 
that the Dutch colany on the Atlantie coast 
had extended itself to the eastern bank of 
the Esequibo near its mouth: that it did 
not extend far into the interior: that west- 
ward of the Escquibo, some distance from 
the coast, was a vast and fertile region 
occupied by Indians and by fugitive negro 
slaves from the Dutch settlements: that 
this vast nnoccupied region belonged to 
Syain in virtne of her rights as the first 
discoverer; that it had never been ceded 
to nor formally occupied by anv other 
European power; and that the entire prov- 
ince of Guiattatrestof the Esequibo should 
be colonized in the n&me of his Catholic 
majesty. 

In accordance with the Parnoses of this 
decree, Don Jose Felipe de Mnsiarte was 
appointed a commissioner ta investigate 
and renort upon the condition land extent 
of the Dutch settlements along }the border. 


He reported that they had esta@blished an | 


| claim is the pretention that she 


insignificant trading post on the coast be- 
tween the mouth of the Esequibo and Mo- 
roca rivers, and recommended their im- 
mediate dislodgement. Accordipgiy, the 
Spanish sovereign directed that two forts 
be established near there, one at the mouth 
of the Moroco river and one further up 
that. river, and that the Duteh be driven 
back to the east side of the Esequibo. In 
his next report (dated December 5, 1785.) 
Insiarte informed his sovereign that the 
Dutch had abandoned their post near the 
mouth of the Mofoco. It does not 
that this abandoned Dutéh post was either 
destroyed or eceupied by the Spa lish 
forces; but that is not material to the issue. 
Under the treaty stipulations, the Dutch 
had no right to be there; and the remon- 
strance of the Spanish government and the 
prompt withdrawal of the Dutch were suffi- 
cient to prevent color of title by prescr.p- 


tion.

But the most absurd feature of Eenzland’s

incredible 
that any enlightened Luropean government 
would seriously set up such a claim as this. 

On the discovery of the American conti- 
nent, the principle adopted by ljuropean 
nations, in order to avoid conflicting seitle- 
ments and consequent wars, was that, dis- 
covery gave title to the government by 


whose subjects or by whose authority it was 


made. The title thus acquired was good, 
as against all other European governments, 
and might be consummated at any time by 
actual possession. And it necessarily gave 
to the pation making the discovery the sole 
right of acquiring the soil from the natives 
and of establishing sett‘ements thereon. It 
Was a right all asserted for themselves, .and 
to the assertion of which all asseated. 
Whatever may have been their respect for 
the rights of the native Indian occupants, 
the diseovering nation claimed and. exer- 
cised ultimate dominion over the soil while 
it Was yet-in possession of the natives. It 
Claimed and exercised the right to grant and 
convey the soil subject only to Indian oecu- 
pancy. And such grants have been uni- 
formily held to be valid. It will not do to 
say that the opinion of mankind, on this 
point, has changed with the progress of 
civlization; for, if the assertion be granted, 
it will in nowise effect vested rights ac- 
quired by the genera: consent of the civil- 
ized world, even under erroneous views of 
an unenlightened age. In other words, the 
right of natives to countries discovered in 
the sixteenth century is determined by the 
law of Dations as it was then understood, 
and not by the improved and more enlight- 
ened opinion of three centuries later. This 
is a fundamental principle of international 
law so firmly established by the general 
ceousensus Of mankind, and so universally 
recognized by civilized nations, that it is 
ho longer a matter for discussion. 

Agiwin, the contention, recently put forth, 
that because Venezuela never formally oe- 
cupied the territory in dispute she thereby 
forfeited any color of tithe which she may 
have had to it, is equally untenable. “Kvery- 
thing included in a country pertains to the 
nation,” says Vattel; “hence nobody but 
that nation or its legal representative is 
authorized to dispose of such things.” “If,” 
he continues, “there be kept uncultivated 
and desert places, nobody has a right to 
take possession of them without the con- 
sent of the nation.” And then, as if pres- 
cient of this identical issue in Venezuela, 
he adds: “Although the nation makes no 
actual use of its desert places, they never- 
theless belong to it; it has interests in pre- 
serving them for future use, and is not re- 
sponsible to any person for the manner in 
which it makes use of its property.” 

Here, then, we have the basic reason of 
the “Monroe doctrine” of 1823. The orig- 
inal right of discovery had not been ex- 
hausted, so far as it related to the Ameri- 
can continent. There was no longer any 
territory upon it open to occupation by. Eu- 
ropean powers. —luropean cosonies alMady 
established on this continent, were not to 
be interfered with; but there was to be no 
extension of those colonies; and there was 
to be no European interposition in the af- 
fairs of the Spanish American republics. 
Neither the occupation of Nicaraguan terri- 
tory by Great’ Britain in =©>.: Virtue 
of a pretended treaty vith 
the Mosquito Indians, nor the unfortunate 
(but now defunct) ““Bulwer-Lytton treaty” 
of 1800, nor the more recent British agg 
sions in the valley of the Orinoco, 
weaken the reasons which underlie 
great American doctrine; and we of 
present generation would be unworthy of 
our sires, did we view with indifference the 
attempted dismemberment of a sister repub- 
lic in South America by a grasping and con- 
scienceless European power. 

IV 
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During the short existence of the old 
Colombian union, the Guiana boundary 
question received but little attention. We 
tind it alluded to but once or twice in the 
diplomatic correspondence of the time. 
Enough, however, is disclosed to show that 
the British colonial government of Dema- 
rara had, as early as 1827, “usurped a great 
portion of Co*ombian territory” on the west 
banks of the Esequibo river, and that the 
hope was expressed by the Bogota govern- 
ment that the intruders would “either put 
themselves under the jurisdiction of the re- 
public or quietly withdraw to the opposite 
sile of the river. 

The next reference to the subject was in 
S41. some nine years after Venezuela had 
seceded from the Colombian union and be- 
came an independent nation. In the early 
part of that year, the British minister at 
Caracas notified the Venezuclan eabinet 
that one Nir Robert Schombeorek had been 
commissioned to survey and mark the limits 
of British Guiana. The assent or con- 
eurrence of the Venezuelan government was 
not asked. A few months later, the British 
minister informed the Venezuelan foreign 
ofiice that the government of Demarara had 
received orders from London te resist by 
force if necessary, “any aggression on the 
territories near the frontier ocupied by in- 
dependent tribes of Indians.” In vain did 
Venezuela propose some definite settlement 
of the boundary dispute by treaty, Schom- 
hergk went on with his survey and de- 
markation of limits and bounds, quite re- 
gardiess ef Vervezuela’s remonstrances. 
I‘inally he completed and staked off the line 
which sti bears his name. 

This line begins near the headwaters of 
the Ksequibo river and runs, in general 
direction, southwestward, till it visects the 
great Cuyuni river, near the sixtieth me- 
ridian west longitude, and thence proceeds 
to its terminus, near the sixty-first meridian 
on the east bank of the Orinoco. It thus 
awarded to Great Britain not only the main 
entrance to the @rinoco from the Atlantic, 
but all that vast region north of the line 
between the Orinoco and the Esequibo—a 
territory twice as large as all Holland. and 
of equal, if not superior commercial possi- 
bilities. Subsequently, under the adminis- 
tration of Lord Aberdeen, the English gov- 
ernment disclaimed any intention to take 
possession of this territory, and explained 
that ‘the so-called “Schombergk line’ had 
been established tentatively “as a basis for 
future discussion and negotiation,” 

Then followed the proposal by England 
of what is krown as “the Aberdeen line” of. 
1844. Briefiy stated, that line is as fol- 
lows: Beginning at the month of the 
Moroco, on the Atlantic coast. and pro- 
ceeding thence southward to the junction of 
the Bazama and Guiama rivers: thence up 
the Bazama to the Aunama, near Acara- 
hisi; thence down the Acarabisi to its eon- 
fluence with the Cuyuni; thence up the 
Cuyuni to Mount Roraima, near the head- 
waters of the Esequibo. 

In proposing this boundary line, Tord 
Aberdeen said his government was disposed 
to “cede” to Venezuela “all the territory wve- 
tween the proposed line and the Amacura;” 
ohn condition, however. that Venezuela 
would enter into an obligation not to al- 
ienate “any portion of the territory” to a 
third power: and on the further condition 
that “the Indian tribes therein be not op- 
pressed or maltreated.” 

This proposition was rejected “because 
it involved an acknowledgement of 
territorial rights which Great Britain 
did. not possess,” and because it was ac- 
companied bx “a restriction derogafory to 
the sovereignty of the republic.” The ne- 
gotiation was broken’ off a few months 
later by the sudden death of Senor For- 
tigne, the Venezuelan minister to London. 
Notes were, however. subsequently ex- 
ehanged between the British legation and 
the Venezuelan foreign office in Caracas 
resyiting in what is known as the “dinlo- 
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matie agreement of 1850,” by which each 
party obligated itself lo the othér “not to 
occupy and part.of the then unoceupied ter- 
ritory in dispute,” till the question should be 
settied. The boundaries of. this “uhocen- 
pié] territory in dispute’ were not speci- 
fied, and it is new clajmed by each party 
that the other violated this agreement, anid 
perhaps Without snow of truth 
on both sides.

Lord Salisbury replied that the attorney 
general of British Guiana was expected in 
London soon and that it was desirable to 
defer negotiations till his arrival. : 

The Venezuelan plenipotentiary waited 
some months and then again urged f&et- 
tlement on some compromise basis. He 
was told in reply that the attorney general 
would not arrive before November and that 
the matter would have to lie over until 
then. Finally in February, 1880, the 
Venezuelan plenipotentiary was informed 
that Great Britain could not accept the 
proposed Moroco line, but that her ma)- 
esty’s government would considyr any 
proposed line to commence on the coast 
westward of the Moroco. Venezuela then 
proposed as a compromise a line beginning 
near the mouth of the Moroco and ex- 
tending southward to the fiftieth meridian 
to the confines of both countries. In mak- 
ing this proposition the Venezuelan pleni- 
potentiary added that jn case of its non- 
aeceptance he saw no prospect of settlemen 
other than by friendly arbitration, 

This proposition was fermally declined 
in September ISS1. A personal confer- 
ence was had some days later in which 
Lord Granville proposed the following 
line. Beginning at a point twenty-nine 
miles east of the Barima river and proceed- 
ing thence southward to the crest of 
Mount Tarikita on the eighth’ parallel 
north ®titude, thence west along said 
parallel to the Schombergk line, thence 
along the Acarabisi river to its confluence 
with the Cuguni, thence along. the 
Cuguni to its source, and thence 
In a direct line to the MiePrseciion of the 
Schombergk line with the Esequibo. This 
was rejected and arbitration’ again pro- 
posed. 

[In response thereto, in 1883, her majesty’s 
fovernmeni proposed i joint iment of 
the boundary question and of the disputes 
growing out of the 30 per cent tax levy 
by Venezuela on imports from the British 
Antilles,, and, also certain indemnity 
Claims of long standing by British subjects. 
It was informally agreed to refer all these 
questions to arbitration: but a change of 
ministry oecurred soon thereafter and the 
British government flatly refused to ratify 
the agreement. 

Three years later Lord Roseberry preros- 
ed in behalf of the British goverment a 
convention boundary line coupled with a 
concession Of right to the free navigention 
of the Orinoco, which Venezuela declined 
to consider. Meantime, the authorities of 
rritish Guiana continued to oceupy and 
fortify the eoast eountry between the Es - 
quibo and the Orinoco delta: soon took 
formal possession of and fortifiéd Punto 
Barima, so as to command the entrance to 
the Orimoco; and finally lnid claim not only 
to ail territorv. north of *‘Seombergk line,” 
but extended her claim to the vast area

Certainiy he was at times greatly 
concerned for fear of detection, and his ex- 
pedients for misleading detectives were numer- 
ous and extraordinary, or his discovery must 
have oecurred. His apprehension was shown 
repeatedly by his private letters to Woodfall, 
his publisher. “When you consider to what 
excessive enmities I may be exposed, you will 
not wonder at my caution.” “Our correspon- 
dence is attended with difficulties.”” “‘Beware 
of Garrick. He was sent to pump you,” ete. 
“T would send the above to Garrick directly, 
but that I would avoid havifig this hand (he 
does not saf ‘my hand’) too commonly seen," 
He speaks of something that was ‘very cuor- 
rectly copled’’—he does not say by himself. “I 
must be more cautious than ever (1771) I am 
sure I should not survive a discovery three 
days, or, if I did, they would attaint me by 
biil.”’

In this 
manner ‘he acquired a strong and vigorous 
constitution and one that has warded off 
successfully the encroachments of all ten- 
dencies to undermine bis health. He was 
versed, as every child of that period was, 
in the lore of the plantation, and every 
swamp ‘had its tradition of a giost seen, 
or its peculiar legend which gave to it a 
romantic charm, 

He remained on the =§ farm = until 
he was seventeen yeurs old, when the ne- 
cessity of battling for bimself and of mak- 
ing his own way in the world, was pre- 
sented to lim jn a light so strong and ye! 
so full of hopeful promise, that he started 
out upon his quest of fortune amid the 
most enthusiastic visions of the — future. 
Iie realized that bis wasted section of the 
country had to be rebuilt, but at the same 
time he felt that hundreds of people would 
assist in this enterprise and that of all 
the sections of the COULITY the south held 
out to him the most acceptable invitation. 

(‘rom Anderson, S. © r. Browne mov- 
ed first to Elberton, Ga... and then to Al- 
bany. From this latter place he went back 
to Anderson and after remaining there a 
few months, he came to Atlanta in IST¢. 
ile began the practice of dentistry in 1867, 
and from the start was successfully identi- 
fied with his profession. 

or nearly fourteen years Dr. Browne 
has resided at his present home on Cooper 
street, where be delights, when the leis- 
ure of his business affords him that op- 
portunity, to spend the evenings with his 
family. 

When elected as 
Knights of Honor a few years ago, the 
membership of the lodge was only 190 
members. As an evidence of Dr. Browne's 
devotion to the brotherhood and his spien- 
did powers of organization the membership 
was almost doubled during the first vear. 

Dr. Browne has always been a hard stu- 
dent and much of his time has been de- 
voted to gleaning from the fields of his 
profession. His reverence for the science, 
which his labors have so nobly illustrated, 
is that of a leyal and devout disciple, and 
his usefulness to the community, apart 
from hjs natural midowment. has largely 
heen result of this painstaking educa- 
tion. er all it\is the testimony of Dr. 
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Browne, in modestly referring to himself, 
that a man’s success in life does not de- 
pend upon his talent as the improvement 
of his opportunity. 

The contributions which Dr. Browne 
has made to the growth and progress of 
dentistry have been valuable in the meas- 
ure of several inventions and = improve 
ments. “These have given him ai nationai 
reputation and secured for Lim the most 
appreciative friendship of the whole fra- 
ternity. 

Dr. Browne was the president of the 
Georgia State Dental Society jn T8914, is 
now the professor of dental and oral sur- 
gery in the Atlanta Polyclinie institute, 
clinical Jecturer in the Southern Medical 
college, oa corresponding member of the 
Alabama Dental Association, and also a 
prominent member of the Southern Dental 
Association.

He never visited poor 
sick persons without taking with him in 
his pocket some little delicacy calculated 
to disagree with them and make them 
worse, He arranged yachting excursions 
for bad sailors entirely at his own expense 
and seemed to regard their subsequent ago- 
hies as ingratitude, 

Ile loved to manage a wedding. Once 
he planned matters so that the bride ar- 
rived at the altar three-quarters of an 
hour before the groom, which led to un- 
pleasantness upon a day that should have 
been filled only with joy, and once he for- 
got the clergyman. Kut he was always 
ready to admit when he made a mistake. 

At funerals, also, he was to the fore, 
pointing out to the grief-stricken relatives 
how much better it was for all concerned 
that the corpse was dead, and expressing 
a pious hope that they would soon join it. 

The chiefest delight of his life, however, 
was to be mixed up in other people’s do- 
mestic quarrels. No domestic quarrel for 
miles round was complete without him. 
Hie generally came in a mediator and fin- 
ished as leading witness for the appellant. 

As a Journalist or politician his wonder- 
ful grasp of other people’s business would 
probably have won for him esteem and 
love. The error he made was working it 
out in practice. -

Remembering that tls is the 
neighboriood jin which James Whitcomb 
Ri.ey was boru and in which he spent his 
early lite; one Wik not be surprised, possi- 
bly, to learn that he and the Riley of the 
sign are identical, A native will probably 
polut the sign out, refer to the names, and 
tal you that the “graphics” were an iuterest- 
ing set, and that Jim Kiley was the life of 
them. If he is in a talkative humor, and 
these Madison county people usually are, 
he will spin off many a tale about Jim and 
his friends. 
The genideman I met said: “I know 
Riley, and remember well when he and his 
five compniots—George Lemon, Frank 
Spear, Will dcthel, Burney Wiikerson and 
rank Wnight—advertised themselves as 
the “Graphics,” and were the crack sign 
painters in all that region.

| The Time Is Short for Getting Land to Cul-

The) 
had quite a wait in the courtroom before 
the cuse was called, Not only the crowd 
but those interested directly in the trial of 
the case grew impatient at the tedious de- 
bay. 
finally the case was called by number, 
aud Mr. Venable emerged from a seat to 
the left of the judge and stepped blithely 
forward. He wore a new dapper gray suit, 
and although it was his first appearance in 
police court, he was not at all disconcerted, 
Mr. Woodward, grown tired of waiting 
had stepped outside the dvorwWway and he 
came hastily forward in a song black over- 
coat which scraped his heels. 

“Tels me about it, doctor,” said Judge 
Calhoun to Dr. Curtis. 

am a physician,” the doctor began, 
“and was culled in to see Mr. W vood- 
ward—’”’ 

“Oh, I thought you saw it,” the judge in- 
terrupted. “That will do for you. Tell me 
about it Mr. Woodward.” 

“Well, sir,” said Mr. Woodward, “last 
Thursday, one week ago, 1 was sitting in 
my office at S Alabama street when Mr. 
Venable came in. He asked if I was Mr. 
Gi. K. Woodward and I told him | was.

41 to that I had not, that it was 
a mistake and told him that I would sign 
uny statement that he would write out to 
that effect. He said | re se aud before lL

“I'll do that.” said the judge. “It has 
not heen shown that there wus disorder. 
{ will just bind Mr. Venable over to the 
city court for assault and battery under iL 
bond of $150. The city case is dismissed.” 

Mr. Venable picked up his overcoat and 
walked out with Mr. Ed McCandless. The 
case goes to the city court, and may come 
up for trial during the present month. Both

They have al- 
ready shown to the committee that since 
the !ast election, in which the democrats 
won control of all branches of the govern- 
ment, a mammoth syndicate was organized 
in Boston, with William ©. Whitney's 
brother at its head, which has purchased 
the entire coal fields of Nova Scotia. 
These are considered perhaps the greatest 
coal fields in -the world. The supply. is 
practically inexhaustible and Jabor is cheap 
It can be loaded on shipboard at Ialifax 
for than the actual of mining 
the Pennsylvania, Tennessee, West Vir- 
ginia and Alabama coal.

THREE PrISONERS BREAK JAIL 
Ine of Them Is a Tough Citizen and Will No 
Be Taken Without Trouble.

Three prisoners in the founty jail made a 
mysterious escape this afternoon.

It ts thought that if Trott 
gets back to his old haunts in Bibb county 
he will be hard to eatch and those who know 
him say he will not surrender without a tignt. 
Sheriff Morrow is not bhamed in any way for 
the escape, as there is no apparent negligence 
on bis part.

The leader of the revolutionary party in 
America and its amost trusted adviser in 
Cuba is Mr. Jose Marti, editor of La Prai- 
rie. "To a reporter today, Mr. Marti dic- 
tated the following: 

“There is undoubtedly in the Cuban revy- 
olutionary movement forces worthy of con- 
sideration. The government has kept a close 
watch over all communications trom the is- 
land, thus revealing the true gravity 
of the state of affairs. The news already 
published that came from Key West, al- 
though quite true as regards the unani- 
mous feeling of Cubans, and they are amost 
enthusiastic at the present moment—ap- 
pears to be exaggerated and somewhat con- 
fused. ‘There also seems te be an unwar- 
ranted misuse of public names in the rumors 
Which have reached the press. Tye emi- 
grated Cubans, anxious only to help their 
country to the estabsishment of a working 
and lasting republic, know what to do in 
the present moment, either in case of pros- 
perity or otherwise, and will do their duty 
in such a way as_to please all true men of 
America.” : 

It appears that the movement is grow- 
ing in the part called Las Villas and that 
two provinces have already taken | part 
in it. The province of Las Villas, to which 
Mr. Marti refers, comprises eleven towns 
in the interior. General Carrillo, the leader 
of the rebels there, is said to have succeed- 
ed in creating a general uprising in this 
territory. 

The last advices. received in New York 
by Cuban leaders were to the effect that 
Carrillo had 500 men at his command. Tlow 
many more have joined him can ouly be 
surmised. It is not believed that the dif- 
ficulty has yet extended beyond the. central 
portions of the islands. 

At the Spanish consul generals office in 
this city, it was stated that no word has yet 
been received of any trouble in Cuba. 
An attache said he thought

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Stockholders of the Augusta and Savannah 
Stick to the Central. 

Savannah, Ga., November 11.—(Special.) 
The Augusta and Savannah railroad stock- 
holders met at noon today at the banking 
house of Hull & Lathrop to decide upon 
the question of taking their road from the 
Central under the optional order of court, 
or leaving it in the ‘hands of the receiver, 
There were about fifteen gentlemen present. 
these from out of the. city were 
Krank Miller, John W. Dickey 
and Hugh J. Doles, of Augusta, and Mr. 
W. W. Thomas, of Athens. Cafitain John 
Screven acted as chairman of the meeting 
and George T. Cat, as secretary. ‘I here 
were 6115 shares represented out of a 
total of 10.220. A number of proXies were 
held by those present, 

There was a long dicussion as to the 
advisability of taking any action at all, 
It was feared by some that the adoption of 
the resolution in question would break the 
old contract entirely and leave the road in 
the hands of the Central subject to new 
conditions. They pointed out to the meet- 
ing that it Was possible that if such a reso- 
lution was adopted, the judge of thé Unit- 
ed States court might conclude that the 
amount heretofore paid by the Central was 
too high, that 7 per cent is above the aver- 
age rate of interest the world over and, 
accordingly, might order that a smaller 
amount be paid. The following resolution 
was finaliy adopted leaving room for 
further action should it at any time be deem- 
ed necessary:

Some 
thousands of dollars in checks or cash 
were handed over to those at the stock- 
holders meeting. There is a number of 
stockholders who cannot draw their div- 
idends just yet. They are those who de- 
posited their stock under the reorganization 
plan. In all; there are about 1,600 shares 
so situated. This stock was transferred to 
the Mercantile Trust Company, of New 
York, and it is only through that com- 
pany’s action that the stockholders can 
secure their dividends. The trust company 
will be notified of the declaration of a 
dividend. It will then be requested to 
draw up a general order in favor of the 
stockholders whote stock it has in its pos- 
session and forward it to President Lawton 
in order that he may pay them their money.

Washington, November 11.—(Special.)-- 
The decision taken by the administration 
on the Hawaiian matter has stirred up a 
first-class row. There mauyY oOpin- 
lons concerning the decision as there are 
madels for patent churns in the patent 
office. The more conservative people, how- 
ever, belonging to both parties are inclined 
at first to support the action of the presi- 
dent and hie enbinet. ‘They argue if this 
eountry Wants to be reeognized as an in 
dependent nation we grin! the 
same privilege to all other nations, no mat- 
ter what may be their form of government. 
Secretary Gresham has thrown the 
lights on the affair until it begins to show 
an entirely different color, A queer campli- 
cation of affairs has arisen whieh may 
plunge the eountry into rather an awk- 
ward, but by no means ai serious condi- 
tion. Secretary Gresham is emphatic in 
his statement that the covernment of Ha 
wali Was practically stolen from the power 
of the queen without any right or autberi- 
ty, and he believes it is the duty of the 
government to restore the queen to her 
throne, even if it has to be done by resort- 
ing to the use of the military. Just as tie 
provisional government there, backed by 
United States Minister Stevens, employed 
the reeent naval dethbrove the 
queen and set up the so-called provisional 
fovernment. 

Secretary Gresham said today that he 
had “never made «a mistake in his life 
for supporting what he believed'to be right 
and what he beheved = te be 
wrong.” He characterized the attempt of 
the Harrison administration to acquire the 
country as a fraudulent act, and upon the 
sime pretext some conspirators may, with 
the same consistency, attempt to depose 
President Cleveland and establish another 
for of government. - 

She Will Get Back on It. 

The general impression here js that the 
queen will be restored to her gilded throne 
without bloodshed, vet there are some who 
Chaim to be familiar with the nature and 
characters of those representing the pro- 
Visional govermment, Who sav resistance 
will be made and considerable bloodshed 
will follow the aftempt to deliver back to 
the queen what Secretary Gresham says 
“was deliberately stolen from her.’ The see- 
retary sdimitted that he would no doubt 
be severely criticized at first for his action. 
“But.” said he, “when the country has had 
time to weigh it carefully anW®& look at it 
calmly, all fir minded people will be ecom- 
pelled to admit the correctness of my posi- 
tion.” 
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should 
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Always for Fair Play. 

The secretary further said: “It is not the 
policy of the govermment now to encroach 
upon the rights of other governments, bor 
has it ever been. Neither is it the policy 
of this government to be molested by other 
governments without protest. The Ameri- 
can people always stand for what they 
helieve to be right and honest. To dethrone 
the queen Was a dishonest act, and this 
government, loving Hberty and = indepen- 
dence as it does, there was nothing left to 
be done but to act honorably and restore 
the queen to her former place, which was 
wrongfully and cowardly taken from her 
by the provisional government 
crowd.” 

As a result the present minister to thie 
country, Lorina Thurston, sent here by the 
provisional government and of the 
original commissioners who came here to 
ead for annexation, will be reealled or 
rather will seen be out of a diplomatie job. 
Albert S. Willis, of Kentucky, recently 
sent as minister to Hawaii, will, of course, 
remain there as he was sent with the full 
knowledge that the queen would be restor- 
ed. Ip fact, these were his instructions, 
and it is not probable that he wil enter 
upon his duties until after the provisional 
government is dissolved. After the queen 
is restored, then he will present his ecre- 
dentials, yet in case there is trouble to the 
American colony on the island, pending the 
restoration of the queen, Minister Willis 
will not be without authority to properly 
represent his government. Some lively 
times may be expected before the whole 
matter is settled, and it is not improbable 
that it will develop inte a political issue of 
possibly gigautie proportions.

TWO INQUESTS HELD. 
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Willian Mayfield Was First Acquitted of 
Killing Kornaghal. 

iberton, Ga., November 11.—(Special.)— 
A serious shooting affray oecurred at the 
oil mills here Jast evening. Mr. Willie 
Muaytield, the bookkeeper of the mills, shot 
and killed Mr. Richard Kornaghal, the head 
machinist. Coroner Campbell summoned a 
Jury and held an inquest over the dead 
body, when the following facts were de- 
veloped. 

Mr. Mayfield claimed that Mr. Kornag- 
hal approached him just at dark, and with

pistol and shot Kernaghal four or five tiwes 
through the head and body. 

The verdict of the jury exonerated Mr 
Maytield. He is looked upon as an exceed. 
lent young man. Mr. Kornaghal eaves a 
wife and five small children, and it is re- 
puted that he had several thousand dollars 
insurance on his life. 

After the finding of the Verdict and the 
disbanding of the jury, it was fonnd that 
the dead body of Mr. Kornaghal had more 
bullet holes through it than one pistol con- 
tained balls. A witness appeared who ies- 
tified that he saw the shooting and that 
Willie Mayfield and his brother, Luther 
who is night watchman at the milis, each 
had a pistol and discharged the contents in 
the body of Kornaghal. Thereupon the 
coroner resummoned the jury and held 
another inquest. On the second trial it 
was found that Kornaghal’s body had five 
or seven bullet holes and that his head was 
awfully beaten up and so battered that it 
cowd ifot be ascertained if it had been en- 
tered by bullets.

DISTRUST A STATE HEALTH BOARD 


Heavy Receipts of Sea Island Cotton at the 
Great Georgia Port—A New Rail- 
road for Savannah. 


Savannah, Ga., November 11.—(Special.) 
The interest in the opposition to the new 
measure which proposes to make a change 
in Chatham county's registration law still 
keeps up. Under the resolutions adopted 
at the meeting of democratic citizens some 
days ago, General McGlashan appointed 
the following committee of representative 
citizeus to appear before the legislative com- 
mittee, which will have charge of the 
measure, in the interests of those who op- 
pose its passage:

Early Georgia History. 

At the last meeting of the Georgia His- 
torical Society a proposition was made that 
the legislature be asked to purchase the 
library of the late Colonel] Jones, of Augus- 
ta, and present it to the society. General 
Henry k. Jackson, president of the society, 
Was appointed a committee of one to con- 
fer with the Chatham county delegation 
and see what could be done towards secur- 
ing the library through this means. The 
collection of Georgia works and histories 
in the library is the most complete and va- 
ried in the world, and it is hoped that it 
will be retained in the state. The mem- 
bers of the Georgia Historical Society think 
the society is the proper custodian for these 
works and trust that the general assembly 
may look on the proposition with favor. 

State Board of Health. 

The proposition to establish a state board 
of health is not viewed very favorabiy here. 
Both Dr. Harris, of the sanitary board, and 
Health Officer Brunner say they do not be- 
lieve the workings of a state board would 
prove satisfactory or that it would be prop- 
erly supported by the state. They think it 
a great deal better to take advantage of 
the national quarantine service, which is 
better organizéd and supported than a state 
board of health could possibly be. ‘The 
marine hospital service,” said Dr. Harris. 
“is well supported by the government for 
this work and there is no reason why the 
state should assume an expense which the 
government has already assumed. In event 
of another epidemic in Savannah similar 
to that of 1876 it would cost the state 
$250,000 to take hold of it and manage it, 
and should it be willing to appropriate this 
money, which is doubtful, it would be a 
heavy burden upon the taxpayers.”

TWICE ATTACKED.

Meyer asked the lockup keeper at the Armory 
for a sheet of paper yesterday morning. He 
explained that he w anted to send a message 
to his father, asking for assistance. "the lock- 
up keeper refused to grant the prisoner his re- 
quest, as he had not been booked. 

In the cell with Meyer was a railroad man 
who had been arrested the night before for 
disorderly conduct. He had money enough to 
pay his tine when arraigned and che yeouthfal 
forger saw -a wuy out of his dilemma. S&trip- 
ping himself of coat and vest he pniled his 
shirt off over his head and then tore off the 
tail of the garment. He quickly vrote a mes- 
sage on the strip of cloth telling his father of 
his arrest, and gave it to his cellmate. When 
the railroad man Was taken from the cell to 
tue courtroom he euarried the message with 
him. He received a small fine, which he puid, 
and then hurried from the courtroom to the 
Postal Telegraph Company's main office, 
Clark and Jackson streets. As he handed the 
strip of cloth in at the receiver's window he 
exclaimed: 

‘Here's a messdige a kid at the Armory po- 
station told me to send-for him. ‘They 
wouldn't give him any paper down there and 
he had to use the tail of his shirt.” 

There were forty-two words iu the message. 
Meyer had given the railroad man §1 to pay 
for fis transmission and be handed the money 
to the receiver. At first the receiver thought 
the man was a crank and was going to send 
a call to the police station. The manager of 
the Postal company was sent for and when he 
heard the railroad man’s story of the message 
he looked up the rate from Cfiicago to Mont- 
eomery. Five minutes later the message was 
flashed across the wires. 

Meyer was a newsboy at Montgomerw. A 
week ago he came to Chicago to visit the fair 
but before leaving his home he forged the 
signature of Pierce, Overton & Co., cotton bur. 
ers, to two checks for $386 and $25 respective- 
ly. Lhe signature of the firm was go cleverly 
forged that the Farley National bank readily 
cashed the checks. The boy was arrested by 
Detectives O'Donnell and Mackey, of the cen. 
tral station, at 591 LaSalle avenue. He had 
$:'1 of the money left.

There is now a bill about to be sent be- 
fore the house of the general sss mbly 
which has been reported on favorably ty 
the judiciary committee.

This is a brief outline of the historic part 
of the plot. It would be a tedious task to 
outline the whole plot. It is so long and 
eo disjointed and is interrupted by so muny 
endless and uscless digressions that it re- 
quires close attention on the part of the 
reader to keep in mind- the thread of the 
story, Which, without the hop@ess quantity 
of irrelevant discourse, is simple enough. 
Some of this descriptive writing is very 
fine. Other parts of it are hopelessly te 
dious. When the prince preaches the new 
religion to the COUrt of Constantine the de- 
scription is graphic and the sketch given of 
the religions of the world very interesting. 
It shows the author's diligence as a student. 
Sfe displays all through the book a remark- 
ably detailed knowledge of the customs, 
manners and costumes of the age, which he 
uses With deadly effect on the reader at 
every opportunity. 

It is this tendeney which mars the book 
by lessening the interest which it would 
otherwise possess. His characters have an 
up-hnl fight to hold their own and the stage 
settings constantly threaten to completely 
overshadow the importance of the actors. 
Tong and cireumlocuitous dialogues are 
commonly believed to be an oriental char- 
acteristic, but a.desire to preserve the his- 
torical veracity of his characters can 
hardly excuse him avhen his effort to sus- 
tain this impression is at the expense of 
his readers. 

It is an extremely diffienlt task for a nov- 
elist to inspire a keen and eager interest 
in characters of a distant age. Of all lit- 
erary art the rarest is that which breathes 
life into a historie character and carries 
it through a Wot without weakening the ef- 
fect of the story or offending facts. Gen- 
eral Wallace has attempted to entangle the 
heroes of one of the turning points of his- 
tory in the skein of his plot, and if he has 
not fully succeeded, it is partly because he 
has attempted a task at which only a cho- 
sen few have ever accomplished. | 

The plot is simple enongh in itself. The 
love of a wonian leads Mohammed the Pec. 
ond to the overthrow of the Grecian empire. 
The intrigues of the prince set the move- 
ment on foot, but the Princess Irene is the 
lone star which draws Mohammed on. The 
Princess Irene is a stately character, but 
she is no model heroine. It is not recorded 
that she ever entertained for an instant 
such a thing as a tender sentiment for a 
man. Her character is exalted. If she had 
heen a little more mortal she would figure 
better in a story. But her soul soars above 
earthly vanities. She rejects with calm- 
ness and candor the hand of both Constan- 
line and Mohammed and announces her 
purpose to remain a virgin unless bv its be- 
stowal she can 
church. 

The picture of Constantine jis faithfully 
drawn, and while the part he plays is more 
i passive than an active one, it is true to 
life. Of Mohammed as much eannot be 
said. According to the story, when Mo- 
hammed. rides his charger into Sophia at 
the fall of the city, he there finds the Prin- 
cess Irene and her household, who have fled 
with the rest of the miserable people to that 
sacred edifice for protection.

He was a strange 
mixture of high ambitions and depraved 
passions. He was accomplished as a schol- 
ar, but his tastes were less inclined to cul- 
ture than to display. His virtues were such 
as sprang from a commanding intellect and 
a high ambition. His vices were so wn- 
natural that it would require a peu 
skilled in euphemy to record them without 
enusing a blush. So it is hardly reasona- 
ble, even in fiction to suppose him capa- 
ble of such lofty devotion and magparimous 
affection as we are asked to believe he 
felt for the Princess Irene, who, with all 
her lofty character, was something of a 
priz, if so modern a term inay be applied 
to a daughter of the Caesars.
